A Remonſlr 1nee etween the Kings miſt excellent Majeſty, 
and his leyail and fas bfu'l Subjeits of England, 
Ourc Al eers tellche peop'e of Ads of Grace, as our 
Saviourtells his Apoſtles of worldly Porenrates,that 
whatſoever they do, be it rizht or wrong, all men muſt 
countihem Gras/ows Lord;,and Graces may b: from them 
as good menag they may merit well,asall wortky men 
dochar ſerve tfieir Kinzdoms. The P:rl.and people in all 
their Peticions acknowledge many AQs of Grace , andirt 
becomes the peopies moutks veric wcll to praiſerbeir 
Kixzzs, but ifno Prayers willmove him co recurncothe 
place where he may contiiuc his Gracious Acts, they ons 
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be ſo farre fromGraces,that we may ſay of them, as we do 
of works of Super-errogation,, they come ſhore of chE 
Law,and ſo far from merir, that their demetit will undo 
us, for what ſhall we bethe beeter for a Erariovs Xing, if 
ungracious men may keepevs from Him, and make him 
war for them againſt his beſt SubjeQs, for if chey be not 
the beſt thar mainrgin the Parl. (I mean the higheſt poli- 
tick power inthe Kingdom) I know not who ac Roya- 
liſts inay be Rebel), as well as Royall power Tyracny, 
and both may berefifted without fear ot dimnarion, fo a 
lawfull politick power command ir, Private perſons may 
not refiſt an uſurped power, and if God ne where allow 
that which is Reyall, then his Majeſtic my not claim it, 
but think himſc}f more happy,that he holds ſuch a Rey! 
power as is mixed with the Politike power of his Kingdom 
tar he hath the l:\ſe ro anſwer for, and my cravepardon 
of God for the errours of others which he hath eruſted; 
and triumphin his Parl. forthe diſcovery of them , and 
their ready help to give remediesro all wrongs, andiight 
roall chat ſuff:r then, We complain of exations as cx- 
ronions, where they cannot be, The Parl.would not call 
fora penny to inrich it ſelfe, Not a perſon but hath fpent 
more of his eſtate ro do others good; then many have 
done,they dcfire may bave the profit. To anfwer the Fe- 
tition of Righs, all that can be ſaid is this, tharthe King 
will never exa&t one penny more for himſelf , bur his 
people;and now intime of Parl. by his Commiſſion of Ar- 
r4y,any thing israkea from his people without 5bcircon- 
ſent, which in Par, might lawfully be had: And in many 
papers the Paris accuſed of wrong, to u{ctheir righrro 
requirethe leaſt of others, 1nd raife the moſt out of their 


own cſtarcs to ſave all mens. 
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Oingraticude!and unſpeakableſhame, 2nd no wayes 
excuſable but by reproaches of tie beſt deſerving men, 
Watres are begun-to know who may makethern, & they 
tor whom they ſhould be made, are parted to fight a» 
etinſtihcoſclyes, for whether they tight againſt theKing 
or the Parl. they Warre againſt themiclves, Take truly 
ghar we have ſaid,and ſee where juſtice reſides. Divide 
the Reyall Power fromthe Po'itique, and you fight for a 
Tyranny,which when the King underſtands he will have 
{mall c:uſc to thank them that have carried him from his 
Parl.To make War upenthe pol;tique power of anyKing- 
dom is unjuſt, 8& he is no good ſubjeRrhat will not Rand 
up to preſerve itto the loſsof all he hath, & kis ownlite. 
To fight for the Xing is eyery mans duty, but rake heed 
how youfight for Royall power that deſtroyes the policies 
of Kingdoms;and I'gare ſay it had bin better forthemto 
die in Parl. that are departed, thentotake up Armcsand 
die in fight againft itz and the King ſhall never di/charge 
his Office. till he return to perform it where he lefs ir. 

The Oath of a King to hiy people, 

JT Kings 0ath hath relation to peace and concord, as 
the end, and all the reſt :$s the means, as 19d; ements, 
Inſtice, Diſcretion. Mercy,T ruth, Lawes and Cufloms. Judge- 
ments Univerſall, even righteouſneſs, good diſcretion, 
tender mercy,approved Truth,juft Lawes, received Cu- 
ftoms. Theſethe Xi/#g muſt keep, and cauſc ro be kep?, 
granting and permicting to-the Pcople their elem in 
the two laſt, which is not of what they have choſen, bur 
ſhall chooſe juſtly and reaſonably: For as the King is 
bound co the things 4:ked,lo te what may be juflly added 
at any time,and ſo pronexxced, be is obliged by his Oath 
to obſerve. All the world maywonder atthe way preach- 
cls 
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ers have taken to ſer ar odds the O. th of the King and his 
people, The Oath of ſupremacy is to Divines deceived, 
or deceiying,an inherent power inthe perſon of the King 
witkout, above, againſt all his Ceurts, the high Cou:t © 
Parliament-not excepted: nay,leaſt robe regarded, and all 
this by ferting the Royall power- againſt the politique. 
Can rey ſhew inthe Civill law, that Emperours took a- 
ny {-ch O th, asto keep, protec, and confirm Laws and 
Cuftoms choſen by ther: people: Or that they hag Par- 
lizments of equall powers to bind all perſons, eves Kings 
themſelves, ro do nothing in a private Cczpacity,but all in 
courts of juſtice. I ſhall marſhall both Oaths ro;.cther. 
The Kings Oath is to do Jiftice, by his Juiges in #11 
cowrs toall his pecple, inall cauſes, whether they con- 
cerne queſtions of doubts in Jaw, or complaints of inju+ 
ries doretoany. 7] hepeople (wear to the Kings Supre- 
macy in all cauſes, over all perſons, not over all Courts 


- orcolleQive bodies; for inthem he is only Supreame, as 


they handle all cauſes,not in bis Royall power to be,over 
them, as he is over the perſons: of men, but in them, as 

they handle all mens cauſes. * | 
We do not ſay the King is over all cauſes ſupream, for 
that indeed were as Divincs lay, that the Kings f{upre- 
macy is a power inherent in his perſon to doany thing 
by his own authority,without the authority of any court 
which1s contrary to Royall and Poli:ique power, and 
wholly imperiall & ryrannicall, condemned and proteſt- 
cd againſt by the A'mighty, 1 Sam. 8.9. ind forced up* 
on us by the damnable doQrine of Malignant or miſt :ken 
Divines, who areto beaceu ſed by the King ind his peo + 
pleto make them bath perjured and ro periſh by a bloudy 
war; for if Royal! power be over all cauſes :5 well as per- 
lon® 
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. fons: Bid adue to all courts of juſtice, and the Parliament 
eſpecially; forto ſpcak properly,the Kings Supremacy is 
enly in his high Court of Parliament, as eaay appear by 
theſe reaſons. x. All appeales are made unto it. 2. All re- 
. peales are made by ir. 3. All Laws proceed fromir, 4. Arc 
Declared by ir. 5. R«cived ar the diſcretion thereof. 6. 
By this way alons we may appeale from Ceſarto Ce/ar, 
and by C ſar againſt Ceſar reverſe any judgmemt, that is, 
fcom Cefarin all inferiour Courts we may appeal to Ceſar 
in kis Parliamen:; and by Ceſar in onc Parliament,reverle 
the judgment of Ceſar in another. And therefore returne 
( Gracious King) to your Parliament for your Suprema- 
Cy is not above it, bucin it, & wrong you have none, thus 
robelimired in.all Caſcs, & enlarged over all perſons. - 
There be many that make all New Lawes, Acts of Grace, 
and the very being of a Parliement the free goodnefle of 
a King, and Comtinuance; his meritorious kindneſſe. A 
body called at pleaſure, and diflolyable at pl-aſure.
